Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 . Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Embodiments d, f, and g were not 



disclosed in the original disclosure. 
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2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1 8-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Storage and loss modulii are time 
dependent properties but applicant has failed to disclose a temperature rate or load 
rate for the claimed properties, (see Time Dependent and Nonlinear Effects in 
Polymers and Composites by Richard Allan) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 18,19, and 21-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by W099/62987 (Taniguchi). Herein US 6,541,123 is herein relied upon as an 
English language equivalent of said WO document. 

Taniguchi teaches a film comprising a polypropylene homopolymer (abstract) or 
a propylene/ethylene copolymer (col 3, lines 31+) and a styrene block copolymer 
(component D-col 8, lines 38+). The film has a storage modulus (E') of from 5.0x1 0 8 
dyn/cm 2 to 5.0x1 0 9 dyn/cm 2 and a loss tangent of from 0.2-0.8 (col 5, lines 58+). Said 
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loss tangent is the ratio of loss modulus to storage modulus. The examiner takes the 
position that the storage modulus and loss tangent are sufficient specific to anticipate 
the claimed dynamic loss modulus and dynamic storage modulus ranges. Furthermore, 
the examiner takes notice that the storage modulus and loss modulus of a non-oriented 
film is plane-isotropic (see US 4,942,087). Said film is used for stretch packaging which 
the examiner understands to read on the claimed label embodiments since such 
packaging is typically used as labels. 

The examiner notes the modulii are measured at a different frequency and 
temperature. But the examiner takes the position that the claimed modulii are inherent 
to the film of Taniguchi since the film is compositionally and structurally identical to the 
claimed film. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 20-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
W099/62987 (Taniguchi). 

With regards to claim 20, Taniguchi teaches the film may comprise the styrene 
block copolymer but does not teach the claimed amounts. However, Taniguchi teaches 
the amount of styrene block copolymer is a result effective variable that affects the films 
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transparency, flexibility and loss tangent properties (col 8, lines 42+). Thus, it would 
have been obvious to the skilled artisan to optimize the amount of block copolymer 
used. The motivation for doing so would have been to improve the flexibility, loss 
tangent, and transparency properties of the film.
